Notwithstanding Rumors of Peace Ef-

CHICAGO, Aug. 5.—That the federal! 
government is preparing to take an active 
part in the stockyards strike wus indicated 
téday when Internafionual Secretary Call of 
the Butcher Workmen divulged the fact he 
has been in conference with an emissary of 
the United States bureau of labor and 
commerce. 

Who this agent is or what his immediate 
plans, Mr. Call refused to say, but the 
strike leader made this significant remark: 

“In everything the packing trust is do- 
ing they are violating the law. Their very 
business combinatidn is in restraint of 
trade and there is not one of them that 
is not amenable to the federal laws. 

“A sample of their operations came to 
my knowledge after stories had been print- 
ed in the newspapers telling of the impor- 
tation of immigrants from foreign lands to 
take the place of American workingmen 
who are on strike. One of our pickets 
found in the street an immigrant’s receipt 
showing that the immigrant had been paid 
$58.70 for passage to Chicago. 

“At the bottom of the printed slip was 
the sentence: ‘We hereby agree to rebate 


to the bearer $58.79 on presentation of this. 


receipt at our Chicago office.’

For the past three years, ever since his 
wife died, he had made the children his 
closest companions. He never left home 
‘n the morning with his horse and wagon 
unless the wagon was full of boys and 
girls, and at night when he returned s€v- 
eral of the older boys would mount the 
back of his old horse, ‘“Tom,’’ for a last 
ride to the stable.

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POISONING GIRL 


Authorities Declare Evidence Tends to 
Show That 18-Year-Old Crystal 
Krauss of Hartford City, Ind., Was 
Mur 


ee, 


BOY ASSERTS WOMAN PAID 
HIM TO BUY STRYCHNINE 


Despite Prisoner’s Declaration of In- 
nocence, Investigators Say They 
Have Damaging Evidence Against 
Her—Property Alleged Motive. 


Specia! to the Post-Dispatch. 

HARTFORD CITY, Ind., Aug. 5.—The 
case of Mrs. W. R. Krauss who is held 
on a charge of murdering her stepdaugh- 
ter, Crystal, 18 years old, will come up to- 
morrow for a preliminary hearing. 

Miss Krauss died, supposedly of strych- 
rine poisoning, Tuesday afternoon and 
Mrs. Krauss was arrested Wednesday. 

The husband was much agitated and de- 
clared that he did not believe she did it. 
He is completely prostrated. He is unable 
to accompany his wife to the city hall for 
her examination and is under the care of 
physicians. 

When Crystal Krauss died her _ step- 
mother insisted that actite indigestion and 
heart failure caused death. The physicians 
refused to give a certificate of death from 
that cause, saying strychnine poisoning 
had produced death. 

Coroner W. A. Hollis was called and be- 
gan an examination, During the examina- 
tion Mrs. Krauss produced a note and bot- 
tle containing a white powder which she 
said had been found in the dead girl's bed, 
although the coroner, physicians, under- 
takcr and two neighbors had previously 
made a thorough search of the bed and 
found nothing. ‘The note said: 

““Good-by, papa; I cannot live without 
Jim.” 

This purported to refer to her youthful 
lover, James Cronin, with whom her father 
had ordered her to cease keeping com- 
pany. Suicide was the first suspicion, but 
this morning’s eivdence developed to show 
that it was murder instead of suicide. 

Monday evening Mrs. Krauss, Crystal's 
stepmother, sent Lloyd Summerville to the 
Logan drug store, according to the boy’s 
story, with an order which was signed 
“Mrs. Showalter,’’ asking for 15 cents’ 
worth of strychnine to kill mice. 

The supposed strychnine found in the 
vial in the bed of the dead girl had been 
tested by Coroner Hollis and her father, 
William R. Krauss. The coroner declares 
that it was a tasteless powder and not 
strychnine. He believes it is talcum 
powder. 

Both Mrs. Grant Showalter and Mrs. 
Lon Showalter deny that they ever sent 
the Summeryille boy for a dose of strych- 
nine or any other poison. The boy in- 
sists that he was sent by Mrs. Krauss 
and not by Miss Crystal Krauss. 

The note in the bed is claimed by the 
coroner to be similar in handwriting to 
the one the Summerville boy carried to 
the drug store. 

The coroner has letters written by Crys- 
tal Krauss, about the genuineness cf 
which there can be no question, and he 
says the writing is not iike that of the 
two notes. 

Crystal was 18 years old last June, and 
at that time was supposed to core into 
possession of a residence property on 
North High street, occupied by the family, 
and which had been left her by her muther 
to. become hers at her majority. 

It is also stated that before her father 
married the present Mrs. Krauss, who was 
Rae Anderman, that Mrs. Krauss signed 
a paper agreeing to take as her full share 
of the estate of her husband, when he 
should die, $2000, deeding all the rest to 
Crystal. 


Packzge Marked 
“Very Poison.” 


Mr. Krauss is a druggist and the reason 
of Mrs. Krauss fer sending to a strange 
drug store under an assumed name for a 
poison to kill mice, as declared by the 
boy, the officers think forms one of the 
strongest links in their chain of evidence. 

Fred Clarke, who was in charge of the 
drug store at which the strychnine was 
purchased, hesitated about giving ihe boy 
ths poison, and when he finally did he 
marked plainly on the package: ‘Very 


poison,” and cautioned the boy to be care- 


ful. 

The boy was so impressed that he was 
worried and when he went to his own 
home he told his mother and said he was 
afraid he might have gotten some of the 
yoison on his hands. His mother made 
fim wash his hands very carefully. The 
boy says Mrs. Krauss gave him 5 cents 
for doing the errand. 
The Summerville boy is 8 years old and 
has been in the habit of carrying milk to 
the Krauss home for some time, and knew 
Mrs. Krauss and Crystal well. He says 
he could not have made any mistake as to 
who sent him on this errand and declared 
that it was Mrs. Krauss and not her step- 
daughter. 
Mrs. Kraus refuses to see any one in 
jail and on advice of her attorneys will 
not talk. Her father, Dr. W. Ander- 
man, president of the State Veterinary as8- 
sociation, is with her. Her mother died in 
a Cincinnati hospital about two months 


ago. 

W. R. Krauss has been a prominent 
druggist here for a long time and about 
ten years ago his first wife died. 

About three months ago he married his 
present wife. She is about 30 years qijd 
and has been prominent in church and 
Sunday hool work in the Grace M. E. 
church, he dead girl was a lender of 
the younger society set in this city. 

A physician was first called to the Krauss 
home at 10 o'clock Tuesday morning. He 
did not detect the poison, but considered it 
simply a case of extreme nervousness, as 
the stepmother claimed, and left medicine 
for curing hervousness. 

At 12 o'clock the girl became unconscious. 
After she suffered a number of convulsions 
two other physicians were called, the first 
attending physician having gone out of the 
city. She died in intense agony at 1:38 
orclock Tuesday afternoon. The family ex- 
ressed the opinion that death was due to 
ndigestion, causeby overindulgence in so- 
clal affairs, she having attended a number 
of social functions ust previous to her ill- 


ness.

00,000 MEN FACE 
LOCK-UUT ORDER 


New York Building Trades Employers 
Deliver Ultimatum to Unions 
and Prepare to Fight . 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 5.—The board of gov- 
ernors of the Building Trades Employers’ 
Association at a full meeting have voted 
unanimously t@ declare a general lockout, 
should the striking workmen not reiurn to 
work today. The order is aimed at ali of 
the unions in the bullding trades alliance 
and has precipitated a fight that is nearly 
certain to be as widespread and bitterly 
contested as was that of a year ago, when 
Sam Parks fought erganized capital. By 
this decision no less than 50,000 men will be 
plocked out Monday morning, and unless 
peace terms are speedily reached three 
times that number of workingmen wil] be 
invo.ved. 

‘The employers want it to be well under- 
stood that the genera! arbitration plan wil) 
ve upheld at all costs.’’ declared Mr. Edlitz. 
The unions have made intolerab.e 
iilons, and we have finally determined that 
there is no further course for us to take 
but the throttling of them now. We have 
viayed our last card. We mean to listen 
to no more of the advances of the delegates 
of the union. They have not kept faith 
with the employers. This war has been 
coming on for a iong time, and now there 
ts no avoiding it.’’ 

‘Does this sweeping lockout include the 
subway? Mr. Edlitz was asked. 

‘It includes every last construction en- 
terprise that has been employing members 
the unions that have been on strike. 
That of course takes in the subway.” 

The general lockout that has been de- 
clared figures in the plan of campaign as 
the first of a series of retaliatory meas- 
ures aimed at the unions. For one whose 
interests are closely allied with thoee of the 
employers it was learned that lockout wil! 
he followed by a determined effort to in- 
augurate the “open wy policy in all the 
New York building traces.

Woman Who Befriended Her Gave 
Her to Police On Learning of 
Deception. 


Lucinda Harper, a 15-year-old girl from 
Winchester, Ark., masqueraded as a boy in 
St. Louis for three months before her sex 
was discovered. 

She wus arraigned in the juvenile court 
Friday morning, and was sent to the Mis- 
sion Free School at 278 Locust street, 
where she will be cared for by the matron, 
Mrs. Annie E. Woblkitz. 

In the three months since she came from 
Arkansas the girl has been known as Joe 
Fedder. 

Bhe has been picked up by the police un- 
der that name and has been arraigned for 
idling and discharged. 

It was not until] Thursday afternoon that 
the police discovered her to be a girl and 
arrested her for improper conduct in wear- 
ing boys’ clothes.

Her case is one of tne strangest that the 
police have found in some time. The gir! 
Says she is 14 years old, but the police say

Her appeaiunce in boy's clothing is said 
to be strikingly masculine, her voice being 
the greatest flaw:in the deception. 

She says her parents are dead, and that 
she dressed as a boy because she wanted 
to get along. She thinks it is harder for 
a girl to travel around and get work than 
it is for a boy to d these things, so she 
dressed as a boy. 

When she was taken to the Mission 
School she had no complete feminine cos- 
tume. She says she did have some girl 
clothes when she came to 8t. Louis, but in 
the three months she has been here she has 
lived at a good many different places, and 
she says her clothes have been left here 
and there. 

She was getting out of the habit of wear- 
ing girl's clothes, and found them too use- 
less to be retained. She looks like a rather 
os street urchin. Her coat and 
cap were decorated with cameo pins of 
divers sorts, and she treasured these, say- 
ing they had been given her by boys who 
never dreamed she was a girl.

Caused Matsuda Karoti to Pay 
for Stolen Ride.

ST. PAUL, Minn., Aug. 5.—President Ear!- 
ing of the Milwaukee railroad reecived an 
interesting letter several days ago from 
one of the soldiers of the Mikado’s army. 
The letter is as follows: 

‘“‘Most Iliustrious Sir: Your humble serv- 
ayt, in the expectation of death, desires to 
make restitution to you for thievery hav- 
ing been accomplished by him while he was 
living in that grand America. 

“When the second corps of the army was 
mobli:ized at Tokiv, I, Matsuda Karoti, was 
in Chicago. 1 was without doliars, and the 
hurry to arrive at home was great to me. 
1 therefore took a piece of pianking and 
inserted it on the roas of one of your most 
jilustrious chair cars. 

‘Thus | arrived in St. Paul last October. 
I had much trouble on the ride, but when 
here my noble triends in Japan already 
ior my passage money had sent, and | 
did not have to use my board any further 
than St. Paul.

West Virginia Convention Was 
Strong]ly Anti-Negro, But the 
Race ‘War Was Eliminated. 


ro the Post-Dispatch. 

PARKERSBURG, W. Va., Aug. 5.—Henry 
G. Davis, candidate for vice-president, 
dictated the West Virginia Democratic 
platform. In the face of an overwhelming 
sentiment in favor of white supremacy 
and negro disfranchisement he prevented 
any such declaration in the platform. 

Three months ago Mr. Davis made a 
speech at Charlestown favoring negro dis- 
franchisement, but fearing that the adop- 
tion of such a platform by his state right 
endanger the national] ticket in northern 
states, he exerted his influence to prevent 
it. The resolutions committee discussed 
the question all night and finally came 
to Senator Davis’ views, unani- 
mously adopting a platform in which no 
reference was made to the negro question. 

Kanawha County, which is under negro 
rule, made a strong effort to add an auti- 
negro plank, but it was voted down, 819 
to SS. One delegate expressed the senti- 
ment of the convention when, in casting 
the vote of Monongahela County, § said: 
‘Monongahela County thinks aye, but 
votes no.” 

The platform deals entirely with state 
issues, and is a severe arraignment of Re- 
publican misrule and ballot-box corruption. 
One clause relating to the national ticket 
follows: »* 

‘We indorse the platform adopted by our 
national convention at St. Louis and pledge 
our devoted support to the candidates of 
that convention's choice, Judge Alton RB. 
Parker, a safe guardian of our property 
and political rights, and Henry G. Davis, 
our honored fellow-citizen and trusted 
counsellor.”
